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ALLEGIANCE 


'Soveraign Powers, 


DEFENDED, &. 


Here is $ nothing more evident, than that GOD ſt 
up a Supreme and Soveraign Power in the Jewiſh 
Nationz-as could not, _ ought 11ot to be reſiſted 
by the Fundamental Laws of their Government : - 

not that the Supreme and Soveraign Power is alwaies to' be 
in a ſingle Perſon, but that where-ever it is, it is irreſiſtible ; 
and that whenever this Supreme Power by the Laws of the 
Nation is inveſted in a ſingle perſon, ſuch a Prince muſt not, 
upon any Pretence whatſoever, be reſiſted. 

To prove this, I ſhall bzgin with: Examples out of the Old

And therefore, when ' $«-el tells- them what. ſhall be the. 
maner of their King; v. 1 1. though whit he faies does neceſſa-. 
rily ſuppoſe the tranſlation of the /over4ign and irreſtible Power 
tothe Perſon of their King, yet itdoes'not ſuppoſe that the King, 
had any New Power given him, more than what was -exerciſi 
formerly by their Prieſts and Judges. He do:s not deterr them 
from chuſing a King, becauſe a King ſhould have greater Power, 
and be more unaccountable ' and irreſiſtible than their other 
Rulers were 3 (for Same! himſelf had had as ſoveraign and irre--:

- This, I ſay, is @ plain Proof. that there Kings were inveſted 
" with -that Soveraign Power which muſt not be reſiſted, though 
they oppreſs their Subjefts to maintain their own State, and the 
Grandeur and Magnificence of their Kingdom. But 1 cannot 
think'that theſe words contain the Original Grant and Charter 
of Regal Power, but only the tranſlation of that Power which 
was formerlyin their High Pricfts or Tudges, to Krngs. Kings 
had no more Power than their other Governours had'; for there 
can be no Power greater than that which 1s' irreſiſtible ; but 
th's Power in the hands of Kings was likely to be more burthen- 
ſore and oppreſfive-to them, than it was in'the hands of their 
Priefts and Judges, by reaſon of their different way of living ; 
which is the only Argument Samuel uſes to diſſuade them! from 
transferring the Supreme and Scverai;m Power to Princes. "And 
therefore I rather chuſe to tranſlate Miſhpat, as our Tranſlators: 
do, by the manner of the King, than as ' ether: learn:d men do, 
by the right of'the King, thereby underſtanding the C riginal 
Charter of Kingly Power for it is not a Regal Power which 
Samuel here blames, which is no other but the-very ſame which 
he himſelf had, while he was Supreme Jadge of /ſrael ; but their 
pompous way of living, which would prove very oppreſlive' 
and burthenſome to'them, and: bs apt to make them complain, 
who had not been'uſe4 to ſach Exaftions. Og: Saint 10 
Let us now /proceed to conſider, how ſacred and irreſiſtible the' 
Perſogs and Authority of Kings wers under the Jewiſh Govern-' 
ment; and there cannot be a plainer Example of this, than in” 
the Caſe of David. He was himſelf anointed to be Kino after 
Saul"s-death, but in the mean time was grievoully- perſecuted by 
$241, purſued from one place to another, with a deſign to* take 
away his' Life. How now does David behave himſelf-in this 
extremity ?* What courſe does he take to ſecure himſelf from 
Sault ? | Why, che takes the only courſe that is left a Subject ; 
be flies for it, and hides himſelf from Saud in the Mountaihs 
and Caves. of. the Wilderneſs; and when he found he was diſ-' 
covercd in-one place, he removes to another : He kept Spies 
upon Saul, to-obſerveEhis-motions, not that he might mcet him 
to give him Battel,.or:to take him at an' adyantage, wars.

He excepts pong oe Ceſar's Rights, which by the Laws of 
Nations is due to Soveraign Princes, but what is a violation 
of, and an encroachment. on God's Right and Soveraigaty ; 
that is, we muſt pay all that Obedience and Subjetion to 
Prir.ces, which is conſiſtent with our Duty to God. This is 
the only limit our Saviour ſets to our Duty to Princes. If 
they ſhould command us. to renounce our Religion, and wor- 
ſhip falſe gods; it they ſhould challenge Divine Honours to

Authority be ſacred, the greater the Violence is which is offe- 


...red to bim, the greater is his Crime. - 


Had the Apoſtle exhorted the Romans after this manrer - 
Let no private and {ingle man be ſo fooliſh, as to rebel. againſt 
his Prince, who will be too ſtrong for. him ; -but if you can 


.. raiſe ſufficient Forces.to oppoſe againſt him; if you. can all con- 
ſent to depoſe or murder him, this is very innocent and juſtifia- 


ble, nay, an Heroical Atchievement, which becomes a free born 
people - How would this ſecure the Peace and Quiet of the 
World ? How would this have agreed with what follows, That 
-Princes are advanced by God, and that to reſiſt our Prince, is 
fo reſiſt the Ordinance of God, and that ſuch men ſhall be ſc. 
vyerely puniſht for it, in this World or the next ? For, can the 
Apoſtle be thought_abſolutely to condemn Reſiſtance, if he 


makes 
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 as.any ſingle man.. . 


makes: it only unlawful to reſiſt, wh:n we "want power'ta 
conquer ? Which yet is all thar-.can be made. of it, if by 
every ſoul, the Apoſtle means only particular men, not the uni- 
ted. force and power of the Subjects. 

Nor can there b: any Reaſon aſſigned, why the Apoftle 
ſhontd-lay'fo ſtrit'a Command on particul.ir Chriſtians, to be 
fate to the higher Powers, which does not equally concern 
whole Naions ; for if it can ever be lawful for a whole Na- 
tion to-reliſt a Prince, it may, in the fameccircumRances, be 
equally lawful for a-particular man to do it. ; If a Nation may 
conſpire againſt a Prince} who invades their Rights; their Li- 
berties; or their Religion, why may not any Man, By the ſame 
Reaſon, reſiſt a Pri#ce, when his Rights and Liberties are 
invaded ? It is not ſo fafe and prudent indeed, for a private 
man to reſiſt; 2s for great and powerful numb-rs ; but this 
makes Reſiſtance only a Matter of Diſcretion, not of Con- 
ſcience : If it be lawful for the' whole Body of a Nation to 
reſiſt in ſuch Caſes, it muſt he equally lawful for a particular 
man: to do it ; but he does it at his own peri}, whe he has 
only. his one {ingle force to oppoſe *aga.nſt his Pri- ce. $5 
that=our Apoſtle muſt forbid 'Reliſtance inall or none; for, 
ſingle: perſons do not uſe to reſiſt or rebel, or there is no grea= 
danger to the-Publick if they do; but the Authority of Prih- 
cez, and the Sccurity of publick Government, is orly endan- 
gered by a Combination of Reb-1s, when the whole Nation, 
or any conhiderable: part tor numbers, power, and in:ereſt, 
take Arms againſt their Prince. SEE 

If Refiſtance' of our Prince be a ſin, it isnot thelefs, but th: 
grea'er 111, the greater, and the more” formidable; the Re- 
fiſtance is ; and it would very much unbecome the Gravityand 
Sacrednefs of an Apoſtslical Precept,: to cnjoirr ſithj=ftion to 
private Chriſtians, who. dare: not, who cannot refiſt alone, 
but to leave a powerful Combination of Rebels at liberty to. 
reſiſt-; {> that-every Soul, muſt ſignifi2 all SubjeFFs, whether ſin- 
gle or united : for, whatever is unlawful for every ſingl: per- 
fon, conſidered as a Subject, is unlawful for them all together ; 
for the whole Nation is as much a-Subje&t to the higher Powers; 
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 « Thus Jam fare ic. isin our Government, whene Lords :and 
Commons aſlembled*in Parliament own themſelves the Subjetts 
of the Kinz, and have-by publick Laws diſclaimed all Power of 
raiſing any V:r,cither offer five or d:fenſrve againſt the King. 
Having heard what St. Pa«Ps Doftrine was, let us now con- 
ſider what St. Peter- t-a bout this matter : he had as much 
reaſon tolearn this Leſſonas any of the Apoſtles, our Saviour 
having feverally rebuked him for drawing his Sword againſt 
the lawful Powers, as you have already heard. And indeed 
his raſh and intemperate zeal in this Aftion coſt him very dear ; 
for we have reaſon to believe, that this was the chief thing, 
that tempted him to deny his Maſter. - He was afraid to own 
himſelf to be his Diſciple, or that he had 'been in'the Garden 
with him ; becauſe he was conſcious to himſelf, that by draw- 
ing -his Sword, and w_ring the Servant. of the H:gh- Prieſt, he 
had incurred the penalty of the Law, and had he been diſcover- 
ed, could expect nothing leſs, but to be ſeverely puniſh'd for 
-It, it may be to have loſt his Life for his reſiſtance. And in- 
deed, this has very often been the fate of thoſe men, who have 
been tranſported with a- boiftrous and intemperate Zeal to 
draw their Swords for their Maſter ' and his Religion, againſt 
the lawful Powers, that commonly. deny their Maſter, 
and deſpiſe his Religion, before they put' their | ſwords vp 


But St. Peter having, by eur Saviour's Reproof, and his own 
dear-bopght Experiecce, learnt the Evil of Reſiſtance, neves 
drew his Sword more, and took great care to inſtruſt Chri- 
ſtians, not to do ſo; 1 Per. 2.13, 14, 15, 16. Submit your ſelves 
t0-every Ordinance of Man, for the Lord" ſakg, whether it be to 
the King, «s ſupreme; or mito Governours, as to them that are ſent 
by him, for the puniſhment of evil-doers, and for the praiſe of them 
that do well. For ſo is the will of God, that with well-doing ye may 
put to-filenrce the ignorance of fooliſh men. As free, and not uſing

This is the very ſame Dotttin which St. Paw taught the 
Romans: Let every ſeul be ſwbji& ro the higher powers; for the 
ſame word is uſed in the Original, and therefore to ſubmit, 
and to be ſubjeCt,is the ſame thing, which, as St. Pal tells vs, 
ſignifies Non-Refiftance ;. only St. Faul ſpeaks of not _— = 
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Fligher Powers , that is, Emperors and Soveraign Princes, 


herein including all thoſe who a@ by their Authority ; S. Pe- 
ter, to prevent a!! Cavils and Exceptions, diſtinAly mentions 
both, That we muſt ſubmit to all humane Power and Autho- 
rity, not only to the King 4 Supreme, that is, in St. Paul's 
phraſe, to the H:gher Powers, to all Soveraign Princes, who 
are, inveſted with the ſupreme Authori:y ; but alſo to thoſe 
who are ſent by him, who receive their Authority and Com- 
Miſſion from the Soveraign Prince. TY 

. _ St. Paul tx11s us at large, That all Power 5s of God, angd.that 
the power 15 .the Miniſter of God ; and he that reſiſt #F the 
power, veſiſtcth the iy1in nceof God ,, and therefore we muſt nteds 
be ſubjei#, not only for Wrath, (that is, for fear of being puniſht 
by Men) but al/o for Conſcience ſake, out of reverence to God, 
and fear of his Judgment. This St. Perer compriſes in one 
. word, which includes it all ; Submit your ſelf to every Ordinance 
of Man, for the Lord*s ſoke : for, How is God concerned in our 
Obedience to Princes, if they be not his Miniſters, who are 
appointed and adyanced by him, aud att by his Authority, and 
if it be not his Will and Command that we ſhould obey them ? 
and therefore he adds, For this 55 the will of God, that with well- 
doing, (thatis by obedience and ſubjeftion to Princes) ye may 
put to ſilence 1he ignorance of fooliſh men; that, is, that you may 


ut to ſilence thoſe fooliſh men, who ignorantly accuſe you, as | 


fond of Changes, and troubleſome and dangerous to Govern- 
ment. But then, St. Peter obſerving, that Chriſtian Liberty 


was made a pretence for Sediiions and Treafons, he cautions - 


them agairift that. alſo ; As free, bur not uſing your liberty for a 
cloak, of maliciouſneſs ;, that is, to cover and excuſe ſuch wicked= 
neſs as Rebellion againſt Princes, but as the ſervants of, God : 
You muſt remember whatever Freedom Chrift has purchaſed 
for you; he has not delivered you from Obedience and Sub- 
jection to. God; you are His ſervants ſtill, and therefore muſt 
be ſubject to. thoſe, who receive their Power and Authority 


from God; as all Soveraign Princes do. 

This is as plain, one would think, as words can make it ; but 
nothing can be ſo plain, but that Men, who are unwilling to 
underſtand, and who ſet their wits on.work to avoid the force 
and evidence of it, may be able to w_ ſomething to ſay, to de- 
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ceivethemſelves, and thoſe who. are willing to be deceived *- 


and therefore it will be .neceſſary to conſider what falſe Co-- 
Jours .ſome men: have put upon theie words, to elude and baffle ; 


. the plain ſcope and deſign of the Apoſtle in then.
